of lighter than air craft.

W’hen the kaiser’s armies w’ere b eginning 
their push into' Belgium and France. 
Japan b egan its campaign of conquest 
a year and a half ago b y marching troops 
into Manchuria. 
The ex cuse w’as that the 
provincial 
authorities 
were 
unab le to 
maintain order and that Japanese inter­ 
ests w’ere menaced, the Hannib al Courier- 
Post says. 
Then, b ecause the people of 
China declared a war front against Japa­ 
nese troops H9 their only effective means 
of retaliation, 
the 
ex pedition 
against 
Shanghai w^as carried out. 
Both these steps w^ere taken in defi­ 
ance of wmrld sentiment and in total dis­ 
regard of Japan’s own pledged agree­ 
ments to respect and defend the terri­ 
torial severeignty of China, as well as her 
covenant wn'th the League of Nations to 
settle her international disputes without 
resorting to war. 
Though forced b y unex pectedly strong 
China resistance and economic troub les 
at home to wdthdraw^ from the Shanghai 
arena, the militarists of the island king­ 
dom have steadily pursued their plans in 
the north, b y overrunning Jehol as w^ell 
as Manchuria and now^ threaten to march 
to Peking, the ancient Chinese capital. 
All this closely parallels the policy of 
the German war lords in 1914 when they 
sent their trained armies into Belgium, a 
small neutral nation, as the b est means 
of attacking France on the other side. 
Solemn treaties w’hich b ound Germany to 
preserve Belgian independence and neu­ 
trality w^ere treated as “scraps of paper.” 
It was made plain to the whole w’orld 
that the war lord did not intend to stop 
at anything which might achieve their 
purpose to make themselves the masters 
of Europe. 
As a result the imponderab le forces of 
civilization 
in 
two 
hemispheres 
were 
aligned against Germany and eventually 
accomplished her overthrow. 
In the case 
of Japan and her contemptuous indiffer­ 
ence to world opinion, her ultimate dis­ 
comfiture is certain, though it may b e 
b rought ab out 
b y 
economic 
agencies 
rather than military means. 
She is alarming all nations b y her ruth­ 
lessness on the Asiatic mainland. 
Not 
onl}' is she directly inviting the hostility 
of Soviet Russia b ut her policy is such as 
to make America suspicious of Japan ’s 
designs in the Pacific, and Europe also 
has every reason to distrust her. 
Even 
China may b ecome solidified b y Japanese 
aggression and 
offer 
formidab le resist­ 
ance hereaftei': an-.l in case she dors the

Vegetab les will b e choseu b y dif­ 
ferent people for different reasons. 
The vegetarian, who must get a 
supply of protein 
somehow, 
and 
who cannot get it from his meat, 
will choose vegetab les 
which are 
high 
in 
protein. 
The 
overweight 
person will w’ish vegetab les which 
have a low carb ohydrate content. 
The 
average 
person 
wants 
vege­ 
tab les on account of their minerals, 
vitamins and roughage. 
During the cooking of vegetab les 
the 
flavor 
is 
altered; 
cometimes 
lessened 
and 
sometime 
increased. 
The 
tex ture 
of vegetab les 
is, 
in 
nearly all instances, softened dur­ 
ing 
the 
cooking 
process 
b ecause 
the cellulose 
is 
hydrolized. 
The 
starch granulus in vegetab les swell 
during cooking; some of the starch 
may b e dissolved out. For this rea­ 
son 5 per cent carb ohydrate vege­ 
tab les may b e reduced to 3 per 
cent b y prolonged cooking. 
S o far as the proteins are con­ 
cerned, some of them are dissolv­ 
ed out of 
the 
vegetab le 
during 
cooking, and others are coagulated 
and left in the edib le portion. 
Ninety-five per cent of vitamin 
C is destroyed b y cooking. Vitamin 
B will b e dissolved out in propor­ 
tion to the amount of water used 
and the length of the cooking. 
It 
would 
seem, then, 
that 
the 
process 
of 
cooking 
vegetab les 
in 
most cases is a disadvantage. As a 
matter of fact, theoretically it is, 
and such vegetab les as we can eat 
raw we usually do, such as lettuce, 
tomatoes, and the fruits. Prob ab ly 
the only reason we cook vegetab les 
at all is that we are used to it and 
only find them palatab le in that 
condition. 
However, the process of b reaking 
up the cellulose and the swelling 
of the starch granules is ab solute­ 
ly necessary if we are to use cer 
tain vegetab les, such as potatoes, 
peas, cauliflower and several oth­ 
ers. It is doub tful whether it would 
b e possib le for the human diges­ 
tive system to digest a raw* potato.
